Professor 
Moore took his hearers, in imagin- 
ation, from Montreal to Mew York, 
down the East coast of the l.'nited 

States to Mexico; up the v.'t-t co.-.st j Maccabacan 

to Vancouver, thence to Honolulu, 
Suva, Mew Zealand. Australia, South 
Africa, Canary islands, Spain. Eng- 
land. Xew.'oundland and finally home 
to Montreal once more. 

After the reading of the minutes by 
the secretary, Kochman, lise speaker 
of the evening was introduced l'y the 
President, M. Fleishman.

Sir. Hurwitz Is tho Chancellor and 
founder o,' the Intèrcplleglato Mon- 
orail. A Harvard graduate, liu first 
conceived of nationally organ sen 
Jewbh Student bodies back in I90C.

"Wc cannot evaluate a good Joke 
from a bad one in the Physics 
Building," staled Dr. A. S. Eve in an 
address before titc Philosophical So- 
ciety last night. The subject was n 
continuation of the discussion start- 
ed at the preceding meeting A. S. 
Ellington's book, "The Nature of the 
Physical "World." 

Dr. Kvo opened his talk with the 
statement that philosophy has a 
wider scope than physical science be- 
cause tho latter has little to do with 
values. We have a thermometer by 
which wc measure temperature and 
an ammeter by which, wc measure 
current, but wc lia.vo no such instru- 
ment as 'a "Jo't'cTlritf*';" by which we 
could determine whether a joke is 
good or bad. 

Tho Tlrst part of Dr. Kvc's paper 
dealt with the difference between the 
Newtonian and the ' Einstein theories 
of time. Newton believed that there 
was a time lino - between past and 
future which stood for the present or 
tor what was happening hero and 
now. But ltoemcr discovered that It 
takes time for a messago to come 
from Jupiter and so Newton's theory 
had to lie revised. 

Tho physical basis for Einstein's 
theory stands high because It Is logic-' 
ul. To Edlngton future llmo and past 
time Are almost' Identical. For ex- 
ample, ho claims that an eclipse oc- 
curring tu 11030 A. D, Is no more real 
to us than one which happened In 
1830 A.D. 

Good Gucsaers 

"We are fairly good gucsaers oi 
time because we ullow for circum- 
stances," said Dr. live. To Illustrate 
this he siiowed that we think time 
passes (Illicitly when we are playing 
golf on a hot day, hut It passes more 
slowly when we are sitting lu 8 
dentist's chair but at the same time 
we allow for these circumstances and

Speaker Attempts to Revive 
Ancient Art of Chant- 
ing Poetry 

A capacity audience heard with de- 
light Mr. Vacliel Lindsay g'vo "A 
Chanted llccital of his own Poems 
lo bis Own Tunes'' Sunday night al 
tho Peoples' Kormn. The pocni» 
chosen by Mr. Lindsay for h 1» f.p'm- 
dld recital were "livery Soul Jh a Cir- 
cus", "Spokane's Driveway', "The 
Virg'nlana aro Coming Again", '.'Ex- 
ploring Glacier Park", 'The pivo 
Seals In tho Sky", "The Chinese 
Nightingale", "Abraham Lincoln 
Walks at Midnight In Springfield, 
IU'nols'', "A Memorial to General 
William I'.oolh" and "Tho Congo". 
Tho last poem was ^Iven on spécial 
request after .Mr. Lindsay had des- 
cended from the pulpit. It was very 
enthusiastically received by his lis- 
teners. 

Of contemporary poels Mr. Lind- 
say is among the most widely heard 
throughout tho Engl'sh-apcaklng 
countries. Ho Is best known as the 
author of "General Booth Enters 
Heaven", "The Congo" and "Johnny 
Applesecd". Alt his poems arc v.rit- 
toil to bo read aloud, chanted or de- 
claimed and in some cases they are 
to be danced to also, as well as p'ay- 
ed as games. 

Prom amongst a welter of press 
oulosio3 the. following from "Tho Ob- 
server (London) is typical: — 

"Mr. Vnchcl Lindsay is easily the 
most Important 1'ving American poet. 
He is the voice and hope of that eager, 
generous and young America, the 
goal of all kinds ot frustrated people. 
America can never be regarded as 
submerged by mere commercialism 
so long' as Mr. Lindsay stnga his 
songs from New York to Mexico." 

"Poetry has a ritual and the funda- 
mental Is to find the middle aisle be- 
tween speaking and singing", said 
Mr. Lindsay In introducing his re- 
cital. "Such was the history of the 
Elizabethan madrigals and the Jap- 
anese danc'ng to tho words of poetry.

"On a priori grounds one would 
have expected such a system to be in 
operation at tiie great English univer- 
sities if nowhere else in tho world. 
For a practical form of democracy 
has been England's gl,*t to civilisa- 
tion. The most famous of her sons 
arc those who have fought for free- 
dom from an oppressive autocracy. 
1 1er Parliament is the Mother of 
Parliaments!; 

• "Yet of til's g-eatest of national 
achievements' there Is in Cambridge 
no trace. Autocracy at Westminister 
was killed in lût-, its ghost laid In 
lilSS. Here at Cambridge it reigns un- 
j abated and unashamed In the year of 
grace 19ÏJ. 

Lack of Self •Government. 
"In the P.rirsh Dominions bêyond 
tho seas the heritage Com tho mother 
country o.* a sane lea! system, a 
workable demoncracy, and Parlia- 
mentary Institutions 1; t.-e.isured be- 
yond all other legacies. In the British 
Pom nions, and especially in Canada, 
these Institutions are nowhere more 
effectually and happily functioning 
than in the Universities. Yet hero at 
Cambridge and also, ono gathers, at 
Oxford they aro iies'ccted, Ignored, 
spurned. In tend, rules, regulations, 
and restrictions arc.

pOR THE first lime in history it. is the approved thing for 
man to jro « up {„ the air." Tn fact the air may soon be the 
last place where he -will he able to find comparative solitude. 
The whole trend of tho industrial movement has been for faster 
means of transportation to every part of the clobe. Man no 
longer lives in solitude. "Wherever he is he can and does have 
somebody going past his door step. 

We never expect students to fall, in line with any worth- 
while movement. We expect to find them leading, rather than 
following. Students at McGill University, with the commend- 
able cooperation of university officials, have already begun to 
take their place in aviation. 

In our estimation the advent of a glider club would give an 
additional impetus to aviation at McGill. There will always be 
a large number of younger students at McGill who will not be 
able to afford to pay for flying instruction at the present rate,

OilO more difficulty now raises Us 
head, more serious than the first, but 
with Vastly Ic.*m Justification, that of 
rinding a eiifflcient number of worthy 
candidates to limite posFlhlc the ehplco 
or a scholar with llio qualifications 
that llio conditions of H-.c Scholar- 
ship require. 

To me It Is all the more painful to 
make this statement because at bot- 
tom the reason for the nhslrntion and 
indifference of a. larpe number of our 
most highly jjlfled young men Is to 
be found In the extraordinary and de- 
plorable altitude of our elders towards 
the pursuit of . advanced studies 
abroad. 

To my knowledge this year, In the

It isn't 
worth it. Begin your life work «t 
once."

low enough rate to enable a large number of students to receive 
such training. 

This statement applies particularly to students who, upon 
: entering the university, do not believe that a commercial pilot's 
license will be a' necessary adjunct in their career outside the 

university. 

To such, still retaining a deep interest in aviation, a glider 
•club would be a boon. It is readily conceived that several gliders 
. :w'could be built and maintained by the student body and that in- 

I structfon in gliding could be given free or, at least, after pay- 

II '«nent of a comparatively small entrance fee. 

Gliders are not toys though they are not designed to be of 
Ijiise in practical flying. Students who design and build gliders 
|||vould gain a practical knowledge, at the same time, of airplane 
...design and construction. Members of a glider club who had 
|i llearned to navigate a glider in the air could in a comparatively 
; ^jshort time be trained to fly craft equipped with engines. 

Gliders on this continent and in Europe have supported 
their operators for several hours at a time and flights over a 
hundred miles are not considered an impossibility. If suitable 
territory can be found for the operation of gliders within an 
accessible distance of Montreal we heartily recommend a glider 
to accommodate those students who find it impossible to take 
flying intruction under the auspices of the McGill Light Air- 
plane Club. 

We would not minimize the importance of having a strong 
airplane club at the university. It is hoped that members of the 
gliding club, if such a club be formed, find it possible to grad- 
uate to the university flying club. The glider club would there- 
by be the means of strengthening the sister dub.

DISRAELI AND GLADSTONE 

The ministerial elections are now in 
progress. Mr. Cartwrlght, the Fin- 
ancial Minister, seems to bo tho only 
ono to whom serious oppositions will 
be made. Sir John cannot rorget hi'a 
desertion. As the honourable, gentle- 
man's majority at tho ' last election 
wajs 700, it Is scarcely likely that he 
will lose his scat, 

Mr. Gladstone has hcen speaking at 
tho Lord Mayor's Banquet at Guild- 
hall, but his utterances are or no poll; 
Ileal significance. Ho speaks of the 
Ashantee difficulties with the cir- 
cumlocution usual with him when he 
Intends to say nothing. Ho congratu- 
lates tho country upon being At peace 
with all civilized nations and refers 
satirically to Mr. Disraeli's letter to 
J2arl Grey. At a political meeting at 
Glasgow, Mr. Disraeli has been sev- 
erely criticizing Die Government- and 
also predicting a great struggle in 
Europe between the spiritual and 
temporal powers. Certainly it seems us 
It the prediction were not unlikely to 
be fulfilled, Judging by the cccloslas- 
tlcal difficulties existing in Franco 
and Gernuiny. It la staled that the ex- 
planation of the French Government 
in regard to I hb Pastoral of tho 
Bishop of Nancy, ordering prayers for 
tho recovery or .Metz and Strasbourg 
arc not reporded as satisfactory.

"Il la hardly to bo wondered at that 
a fyslein Unit Is 2«0 years nut Of dil> 
khoulj bo (•liiringly Inadequate wlion 
uppKed in the conditions of llm twqn- 
tlotli century. To an obsorvcr froui 
Canada II seems mil only an Iliade- 
quale iiiiiicin'oiilsin but also a de- 
finitely pci n'i bills une. The evil I - 
twofold. 

"In the I lift plfîoê the authorities, 
by endeavouring In ma'iiliilii sense- 
less and outworn customs and to 111- 
fo'ce meaningless j.tid annoying ic- 
strlclloiiH, bring themselves Into con- 
If nipt. 

"There can surely be un undor- 
griiduuto hi* enamoured or the past 
or so uinii'udful or his nppenrniica 
Unit lie welcomes the wearing or a 
medlacvn) logo, at lectures, at jlall, 
aller tin .<|t. Thorp can surely bo no 
iimlergrnduiilc who ownsj a ear and 
who at the same time praises as i.ilr 
and sensible the amercements upon Its 
upkeep and the restrictions attend- 
ant upon Its use. 

Contempt for Authority. 

'"Now no law so framed as to bo 
Irksome, ami unjustifiable will he 
respected. A regulation So meaning- 
less that Us cnrorccmcnln: among a 
body of law-abiding rtudenlfl depends 
not upon retipect for lis wisdom but 
upon tbn roar or punishment derrat.i 
Its own end». T/iwbrcnkers arc 
multiplied. They feel -no qualms In 
transgressing for they are conscious 
of no moral guilt. 

"la It good for a. University that its 
ru'en should bo enforced solely by 
tho fenr of tho procter and his min- 
ions? It Is good ror a University to 
turn out men with an ingrained In- 
feriority romplox. and an equally In- 
gralncd contempt for authority? 
Effect en Morality. 

"The second evil result of this tya- 
teni is Its direct effect on undergradu- 
ate morals.' There Is In cxlrtence a 
body of regulations designed to main- 
tain a high standard of moral recti- 
tude among members of the Unlver- 
»tty. To this end we aro 'orbMdcn 
to leave our rooms aUer 10 p.m., to 
this end wo aro barred from the 
chapter seats nt tho theatres. 

"However laudablo in • conception 
these rules may be, their -effect would 
i.ccm to be tho exact opposite of the'r 
intention. These restrictions definite- 
ly suggest that a youth left to his 
devices will surely transgress. 
Small wonder that he comes to be- 
lieve in a low standard of morality 
when Its ex'stence Is officially po.«tu- 
latcd by the authorities. It is a short 
srtep from believing in a low standard 
to practising it. Thus a vicious cir- 
cle Is created: the evil results of tho 
restrictions seem to justify their im- 
position. 

"What tho effect' on Cambridge 
would be if theso moral regulations 
were withdrawn t cannot say. But 
this 1 can definitely state, that the 
tho ethical Etandard of tho Canadian 
student, both in sexual and non-sex- 
ual matters, is very appreciably 
higher than that obtaining in this 
University. 

Tha Canadian System. 

"It may be well hero to indicate 
briefly the form taken by, student 
solf-govornnient In Canada. It is 
■there crfecled through tho Students' 
Council elected popularly from the 
students In the various faculties com- 
posing- the University. Its first func- 
tion Is that of co-ordinating and 
financing the various undergraduate 
clubs: tho Union, the Dramatic So- 
ciety, etc., nil fall under its control. 
Secondly It may create any fresh In- 
dents. 

"Finally and most important in 
lids connection aro Its powers ot 
punishment. For tho proctor and his 
bulMogtt it substitutes a committee of 
umlcrsrnduates. They ouforco no 
vexatious restrictions, no antedi- 
luvian customs, no sot moral code. 
A student' in Canada is not molly- 
coddled; ho is as frod^as any other 
elllzen. Hut If any student commits 
an act derogatory tu the fair name of 
his University tho Council will en- 
quire into his caso ami, ir they seo 
fit, fina him or even recommend" him 
lor expulsion, (The most; usua! — 
almost tho on'y — crime so punished 
by llio Students' Council la vandalism 
committed In course of a rag.) 
Efficient Working. 

"Tho system works well. It ii logi- 
cal and practical und hence respect- 
ed. And. a.s I have said, the. morul 
tone of a Canadian Univort.'ty Is a 
great deal, higher than that prevail- 
ing here. The difference. s ocms lo me 
to bo directly uttrlbutablo tn the dif- 
ference in student government."

Tho rail-splitter became a law- 
yer In- three legal linns of Spring- 
field and his tomb la only u lew miles 
north of that city. ''Abraham Wnlltfi 
at Midnight" was written on the 
outbreak or iho Great War.

Hunger, Thirst and Sclf-Prc- 
servation arc Retained 
by Instinct 

Between fifty and sixty persons 
gathered in the Ball Room of the 
Mount Royal Hotel last evening to" 
listen to a discourse Riven by JJr. 
■\Vithnall, Professor of Anatomy at 
' >teGill on "The Involution and Func- 
tion of *he Brain". To explain th-* 
lecture clearly lie used lantern slides 
which illustrated the growth from th: 
lowest forms of life to the structura 
of our own brain. 

The brain was defined as the med- 
ium between the component parts ot 
the body, chiefly between one of the 
fiv* senses and the bodily actions. 
The series of slides traced the func- 
tion of the brain through the animal 
kingdom. 

Accompanying each function there 
are three elements, r.ic first wh'ch 
receives the sensation, the second is 
•the muTticcIl or muscle which causes 
our bodily actions and third there is 
the medium or cxchan.ee between the 
two, this is the lira in. Now in order 
to transmit ihe messages from the 
"clearing exchange" to our bodily 
members there Is the spin.-.! column, 
through which the messages of the 
mind. are transmitted to muscles. 

In the fish, sight is its greatest or 
. most used srr.se :her<fore mo>: of ihc 
brain is devoted in s'ght ce'.ls and the 
bn'ancing ceils. The next form is the 
reptile. It is a fish which has come 
to live on the land and the sense of 
sight dw'ndlcs while the sense of 
smell becomes more acute. Therefore 
In the reptile V.ir sense or smell con- 
.alns the :no-t cells. Then there is the 
".•ra n of thb mamma! which is great- 
er than either i,f these and contains 
eel's nf all ; lie five senses. 

The human brain is d vidod into a 
number i ; smaller bra Inlets., as they 
Sire called, each one representing one 
of the senses. The surface of the 
brain y."ns den compared with the 
surfare of the brain of ; he loner 
form of life. Our brain is furrowed 
Willi deep wrinkles as it were while 
the olhrrs were smooth. The surface 
is composed of exchange cells of a 
j:roy:Kh color, the center being white 
with the nerve cells. Since eel's were 
shown to be more numerous, some 
small. 

There wns r.teo an urea which in 
le experiments Ik unaffected by the 
lectric needle. These cells are those 
t judgment, reasoning, llstlcssr.ess 
and Insanity. The grey covering is 
divided into three layers called the 
Infra -granular, the granula and the 
super-granular. The latter being the 
most important because that is the 
layer which increases in size as we 
become more and more intelligent. 
The degree of intelligence depends on 
the number of cell.-, the stability of 
Ihe nerve "Wires" and the use of 
■those "wires". 

The primitive brain is the organ 
by which wo know of hunger, thirst, 
self preservation and sueh passions, 
uml in spite of the growth of the hu- 
man brain this primitive brain is re- 
tained. The hardest task of the brfi'.n' 
Is to think and it ia thought which 
affects the super-granular layer of 
the bra n and makes it grow thicker. 

lixperlmenls oC doctors on the 
brains of insane persons showed : tat 
the super-gran ulur layer was present 
in a shadowy form .though not dis- 
tinct as in u normal person. In clos- 
ing l>r. WiUmall showed that it ia 
better to make children think for 
-themselves when they ask a ciuest on 
because it develops that part of the 
brain which should be active and 
which is too often left dormant.

(Continued f.-om paiçe one) 
talents of leadership "nil social euii- 
tncts which are so Important for n 
successful career. Theso activities 
counteracted the? couvcrxntlsm or 
long-established universit és and also 
rounded out the education of the 
student who specialized In ohe Ino of 
work. The currlcular nativities of a 
university ignored the realities of lire. 
Tim speaker concluded her remarks 
by quoting Professor Dewey "Kdueu- 
tion is not preparation for life, but IS 
life." 

Mental Dissipation 

Miss Louise MncMlllait opened the 
debate for the negative side by re- 
futing some of her^ opponent's points. 
She stated that the great thought or 
our forefathers arc alive today and 
ihe past looks toward the future. 
Currlcular work encourages concen- 
tration, whereas exlra-eurrlculur 
activities produce mental dissipation, 
if indulged In loo freely. The univer- 
sity Is designated for contact between 
professor and student, not between 
student and student. 

Tho speaker then enlarged on the. 
negative side of tho argument. She 
declared that currlcular work gives 
to the student tho great thoughts or 
Ihe past and present. In extra-curri- 
cular activities the Ideas lack soli- 
darity and show tho need of being 
guided. It would not bo necessary to 
seek social development nt college If 
tho currlcular work were les Import- 
ant. It could lie sought elsewhere. To 
be sure, by-paths arc Interesting, but 
they do not lead anywhere. The cur- 
rlcular course Is the main road, while 
extra-curricular activities arc the 
ly-paths. 

Harmonious Development. 

Tho second speaker for the nC- 
f'rmallve, Mits Ross Zahabin, stated 
tltat currlcular work Is cut and dried. 
The compu'-sion kll's enthusiasm. 
The student does not need guidance 
in college but should learn to stand 
on his own feet. The currlcular 
work handed out Information to the 
student In a mechanical way. The 
student crammed volumes ut notes 
with mental Indigestion as tho re- 
suit. In an extra-curricu'ar course 
lh,o student can absorb tho right 
amount oC knowledge and tho know- 
ledge best suited to his tartes. 

In tho lectuo room the professor 
dominates but In an outside activity, 
all points of view nro brought torth. 
Kxtra-curricular work trains minds 
to think. The theories of the lecture 
room are put to practical proof. ISx- 
tra-curricular work ulso teaches the 
student understanding and co-opera- 
lion. Fducatlon is the harmonious 
development of all tho faculties. 
Negative Replies. 

The last speaker for the negative 
was Miss Mario Bicknell. who open- 
ed her remarks by giving the aver- 
ago per cent of the time spent by stu- 
dents on extra -currlcu'ar activities. 
This per cent of time was found to 
decrease as tho student approached 
gradaut'on. In the extra-curricular 
activities the outlook of the student 
may bo broad, but it is most cer- 
tainly har.y. 

Usefulness In the world is tho re- 
sult of proper application of what is 
learned in the currlcular course at 
the university. The speaker em- 
phasized the importance of speciali- 
sation In the great discoveries and 
achievements of today. Real life Is 
not teen at universités, therefore It 
a delusion to think -that participation 
on social activities is equivalent to 
experience In the world. The object 
of college, first and foremost, Is mind 
training. 

Miss Hhlakman then took five 
minutes for her rebuttal, afterwards 
the judges made their decision. 
Canon-Recs concluded tho evening by 
a few remarks of criticism und con- 
gratulation.
